To W ork Within The System 


(FROM THE REDDING RECORD SEARCHLIGHT) 


Two recent national polls indicate that most young people in 
America reject violence, believe social reform can 
be ac­ 
complished within our present system of government and are 
willing to give up their time and their work to achieve that end. The 
State Senate, it seem s, is trying to convince them otherwise. 


One youth poll reports that only 18 per cent of those surveyed in 
the 14-25 age group believe that revolution is necessary for 
minorities to achieve equal rights, and only 25 per cent believe that 
goal cannot be realized within our present system of government. 
The majority believes in the need for change, but believes non­ 
violence is the way to achieve it. 


Another poll of high school age youngsters found that more 
than 90 per cent were willing to give up a year of their lives to work 
toward the solution of the nation’s problems. 


All this suggests a confidence in our form of governm ent that 
we find very encouraging. These young people w ant to build a 
better America, but not by tearing down what they hope to im­ 
prove. 


They seem intent upon working “within the sy ste m ,” but are 
we encouraging them to do that? The State Senate isn ’t. It only 
recently rejected the idea of makinp; them part of “ the system ” by 
lowering the voting age to 18. The Senate rejected a constitutional 
amendment that would have placed the lower voting age on the 
November ballot 


That would have given Californians a chance to ratify the 
action taken by Congress and President Nixon, low ering the voting 
age nationwide. Go,v. Reagan has already indicated he doe'; not 
intend for California to comply with the new law. 


So we are telling young people to bring their blueprints for a 
better society and work to put them into practice, but at the sam e 
time, we are denying them the tools to do the job. The vast majority 
of young people apparently reject violence as a m eans of effecting 
change, but thev are not being given any effective alternatives. 


Own Brand O f Infiltrators 


Capitalism has its own brand of infiltrators — international 
travelers in the tourist, businessm an or student category. The type 
of infiltration they represent m akes friends rather than enem ies. 
They have no desire to overthrow governments or political system s 
or to interfere with the way of life in foreign lands. These 
capitalistic infiltrators are an irresistible lot sim ply because they 
tend to ease international tensions and open the w ay for a better t small room with no beds or toilet

Christian Service volunteer who

Province for more than two 
years. 
The 
v o lu n teer, 
D ou glas 
Hostetter, 26, taught a sew ing 
class inside the prison, locateJ 
about 40 m iles south of Da Nang. 
He was there from November, 
1966 to June, 1969 
Officials 
of 
the 
Mennonite 
C entral C om m ittee 
and 
of 
Church World Services, 
who 
sponsor 
V ietnam 
C hristian 
Services, described Hostetter as 
dedicated and truthful. 
From the detailed journals 
which Hostetter kept 
of 
his 
experiences in South Vietnam , 
here is his description of life in 
the prison at Tam Ky: 
“There would be from 50 to 100 
prisoners kept in large rooms 
with concrete platforms to sleep 
on, but since there were far too 
many people to lie down, m ost of 
the prisoners had to sit or stand 
throughout the night. 
“All the torturing was done in 
the interrogation center across 
the street. In the interrogation 
center 
there 
was 
the

e lec tr ic a l 
shock, 
b ea tin g s, 
sticking with pins, burning with 
cigarettes and at times, water 
torture. 
“Of the prisoners I talked with 
personally in the prison, none 
had ever had a trial and many 
had never even had a hearing, 
and none knew how long their 
sentence was.

“Another tragic aspect of the 
prison situation is the children. 
It seem s that being a VC is an 
hereditary problem in Vietnam . 
When I d’d a survey . . . on May

“ I complained often to the 
A m erican 
A gency

public safety advisor (also an 
AID official), but no cne did 
anything 
about the

except once a week an American 
doctor would stop in to see the 
children . . . . 


“Most of the prisoners were 
allowed into the courtyard at 
least part of the day. The food 
consisted of rice — in adequate 
amounts — and a sm all fish 


about the size of two fingers.” 
In addition to his journals, 
H ostetter com piled su ccin ct 
case histories on a number of 
prisoners. 
Here are a few 
exam ples:

A report sim ilar to Hostetter’s 
com es from Dr. Marjorie Nelson 
of New 
Haven, 
Conn., 
who 
w orked

A m erican 
Friends Service Committee in 
Q uang N gai P ro v in ce from 
October 1967 to October 1969. 
Her description of conditions 
in the Quang Ngai prison is 
recorded in a letter to Rep. 
W illiam 
Anderson, 
the 
Ten­ 
nessee Democrat who helped 
uncover the Con Son scandal. 
According to Dr. Nelson, “The 
prison at Quang Ngai was b u ilt. 
. . to house approximately 500 
prisoners. 
During the time I 
w orked 
there, 
the 
prison 
population ranged from 800 to 
1,300. 
“ In addition to treating the 
common ailments and the in­ 
fectio u s 
d isea ses 
and 
m alnutrition occasion ed by 
these conditions, I also regularly 
examined the treated prisoners 
who had been tortured. 
“This seem s not to have been 
done in the prison itself but in 
the 
P rovin ce 
Interrogation 
Center. I saw dozens of patients 
with bruises of varying seve :ity. 
“ I also examined patients who 
had coughed up, vomited or 
urinated blood after being 
beaten about the chest, back and 
stom ach . . . . Prisoners also told 
me of being tortureJ by elec­ 
tricity . . . of being forced to 
drink concoctions containing 
powdered lime . . . and of being 
tied up and suspended by ropes 
often upside down from 
the 
rafters for hours . . . 
“ In August of 1969 . . . I 
exam in ed 
a 
w om an 
sev en 
months pregnant, who had been 
badly 
beaten 
the 
previous 
w eek.”

both 
Hostetter and Dr. Nelson report 
that their complaints to these

substantiate the accounts 
of 
Hostetter, Dr. Nelson and Chief 
Sanders

Department were unsuccessful. 
Officials here could provide no 
information whatever.

Prophecy is a risky business, 
as every pundit knows, but I 
venture this prediction anyhow: 
T hings 
w ill 
be 
better 
on 
American college cam puses this 
fall. The flood tide of violent 
protest is about to be checked. 
Two reasons prompt this view. 
One 
is 
the 
force 
of 
public 
reaction, which is slow to rise 
but irresistible in the end. The 
other is a sense of responsibility 
that belatedly is creeping over 
the college faculties. Together, 
these pressures will compel a 
restoration of order. 
The level of public fed-upness, 
which began as a sm all cloud 
over Columbia and Berkeley, is 
rolling up like a thunderhead in 
the Rockies. The people have 
invested great affection and 
grea t 
w ealth 
in 
their 
in­ 
stitu tion s. 
They 
are 
now 
demanding cf their governors, 
state legislators and 
college 
a d m in istration s 
that 
the 
violence be stopped and the 
disrupters be punished. 
They mean business. Even 
before the tragic bombing at 
M adison 
a 
few 
d ays 
ago, 
W isconsin 
resid en ts 
w ere 
boiling over. “We have had it,” 
writes a correspondent in Green 
Bay, “ right up to here.” The 
sa m e 
anger 
is 
ev id en t 
in 
California and Kansas. The next 
revolutionary 
who 
strikes 
a 
match in Seattle may ignite a 
political firestorm. Candidates 
who fail to sense this mood, and 
to respond actively to it, are 
asking for defeat in November. 
If 
a 
counter-w ave 
of 
repression is to be restrained, it 
will be up to the members of the 
fa cu lties to build e ffe c tiv e 
levees this fall. In the whole 
wretched chronicle of campus 
violence, no chapter tells a story 
more disgracetui than is told in 
their record oí con n ivan ce, 
cowardice, and betrayal. 
This is not my view alone. Dr. 
Sidney 
Hook, 
an 
em inent 
professor of philosophy and a 
certified liberal, laid, it on the 
line last month in testifying 
before the Scranton Commission 
on Campus Unrest. He spoke 
scathingly of “fanatical student 
extrem ists” who have imposed 
their own brand of fascism on 
their institutions. “ And most 
shameful of all,” said Dr. Hook, 
“ these students have faculty 
allies who encourage and ex­ 
tenuate attacks on the academ ic 
freedom of their colleagues.” 


Dr. Hook laid his lash on 
“ opportunistic 
administrators 
with flexible backbones,” but in 
the last analysis, he said, “ it has 
been the faculty who have been 
c h iefly resp on sib le for 
the 
decline in academ ic freedom. 
For they have lacked the moral 
courage 
to 
uphold 
the 
professional standards of their 
calling as teachers and seekers 
of the truth.” 
This “failure of nerve and 
intelligence,” 
in 
Dr. 
Hook’s 
view, has presented American 
colleges and universities with 
“ the 
gravest crisis 
in 
their 
history.” For the past several 
m onths, 
as 
presid en t 
of 
University Centers for Rational 
A ltern a tiv es, 
he 
has 
been 
throwing his own formidable 
energies into a revitalization of 
faculty morale. His grass-roots 
organization 
of 
sch o la rs 
proposes something more ef­ 
fective than hand-wringing at 
faculty teas. They propose to 
restore true academ ic freedom, 
and they have an orderly plan 
for gaining that end. 


The 
tactical 
proposals 
ad­ 
vanced by Dr. Hook call for the 
prom ulgation 
at 
every 
in­ 
stitution, at the start of the 
acad em ic yea r, of a c lea r 
statem ent 
of 
principles 
and 
rules governing the expression 
of dissent. Faculty, students, 
and 
ad m in istrators, 
a ctin g 
together, would define the kinds 
of im perm issible conduct and 
behavior. Punishm ents would be 
spelled out with equal clarity. 
Violations would be dealt with 
first by faculty-student m ar­ 
shals, then by obtaining court 
injunctions. 
If 
disord er 
escalates into arson, assault and 
van d alism , 
the 
u n iv ersity 
m arsh als should accom p an y 
police “so that their m ission can 
be accomplished without force 
where resistance is not offered, 
and with minimum force where 
it is .” A cadem ic sa n ctio n s 
a gain st guilty stu d en ts and 
teachers must be strictly en­ 
forced. There can be no am nesty 
and no appeasement. 
These proposals do 
indeed 
offer “rational alternatives” to 
the in tolerab le disorder 
of 
recent years. And this bears 
repeating: 
If 
resp o n sib le 
students, tea ch ers, and ad­ 
ministrators fail to em brace 
such plans this fall, by next 
winter an outraged body 
of 
parents, alumni, and legislators 
will impose much harsher plans 
of their own.

But the power company not 
being able to get the generator 
fixed m eans that major cities 
and thousands of people may do 
without the power they need. 


Residents of New York City 
and New England, for exam ple, 
have been through m ore than 
half-dozen voltage reductions or 
brownouts this sum m er because 
utilities have not been able to 
meet power demands. The main 
reason; their turbine-generators 
have been out of service.

York area, is operating without 
14 per cent of its 8.7 million 
kilowatt capacity.

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To Work Within The System 


(FROM THE REDDING RECORD SEARCHLIGHT) 


Two recent national polls indicate that most young people in 


America reject violence, believe social reform can 
be ac- 


complished within our present system of government and are 
willing to give up their time and their work to achieve that end. The 
State Senate, it seems, is tj-ying to convince them otherwise. 


One youth poll reports that only 18 per cent of those surveyed in 


the 14-25 age group believe that revolution is necessary for 
minorities to achieve equal rights, and only 25 per cent believe that 
goal cannot be realized within our present system of government. 
The majority believes in the need for change, but believes non- 
violen^e is the way to achieve it. 


Another poll of high school age youngsters found that more 


than 90 per cent were willing to give up a year of their lives to work 
toward the solution of the nation's problems. 


All this suggests a confidence in our form of government that 


we find very encouraging. These young people want to build a 
better America, but not by tearing down what they hope to im- 
prove. 


They seem intent upon working "within the system," but are 


we encouraging them to do that? The State Senate isn't. It only 
recently rejected the idea of making them part of "the system" by 
'.o-.vering the voting age to 18. The Senate rejected a constitutional 
amendment that would have placed the lower voting age on the 
November ballot. 


That would have given Californians a chance to ratify the 


action taken by Congress and President Nixon, lowering the voting 
age nationwide. Go,v. Reagan has already indicated he does not 
intend for California to comply with the new law. 


So we are telling young people to bring their blueprints for a 


better society and work to put them into practice, but at the same 
time, we are denying them the tools to do the job. The vast majority 
of young people apparently reject violence as a means of effecting 
change, but they are not being given any effective alternatives. 


Own Brand Of Infiltrators 


Capitalism has its own brand of infiltrators — international 


travelers in the tourist, businessman or student category. The type 
of infiltration they represent makes friends rather than enemies. 
They have no desire to overthrow governments or political systems 
or to interfere with the way of life in foreign lands. These 
capitalistic infiltrators are an irresistible lot simply because they 
tend to ease international tensions and open the way for a better 
understanding between nations.

uncovered at Con Son Island are 
only part 
of a 
patlern of 


brutalily, overcrowding and 
torlure in jails Ihroughout South 
Vietnam. 


The most shocking reporl 


comes from a former Vietnam 
Christian Service volunteer who 
worked inside Ihe provincial 
prison al Tarn Ky in Quang Tin 
Province for more than two 
years. 


The 
volunteer, 
Douglas 


Hosteller, 26, taughl a sewing 
class inside the prison, locateJ 
about 40 miles south of Da Nang. 
He was there from November, 
1966 to June, 1969. 


Officials 
of Ihe Mennonite 


Central Committee and of 
Church World Services, who 
sponsor Vietnam Christian 
Services, described Hosteller as 
dedicated and truthful. 


From the detailed journals 


which Hosteller kepi of his 
experiences in Soulh Vielnam, 
here is his descriplion of life in 
the prison al Tarn Ky. 


"There would be from 50 lo 100 


prisoners kept in large rooms 
with concrete platforms to sleep 
on, bul since Ihere were far loo 
many people lo lie down, mosl of 
Ihe prisoners had lo sil or sland 
Ihroughoul the night. 


"All the torturing was done in 


the inlerrogalion center across 
the street. In the interrogation 
center there was the usual 
electrical shock, healings, 
sticking wilh pins, burning with 
cigarettes and at times, water 
torlure. 


"Of the prisoners I lalked wilh 


personally in Ihe prison, none 
had ever had a Irial and many 
had never even had a hearing, 
and none knew how long their 
sentence was. 
60 CHILDREN UNDER 10 
HELD 


"Another tragic aspect of Ihe 


prison situalion is Ihe children. 
II seems lhal being a VC is an 
hereditary problem in Vietnam. 
When I did a survey ... on May 
17, 1969, I discovered that there 
were 60 VC under the age of 10 
being held by Ihe prison al that 
time 


"Nine 
mothers 
with 10 


children were being kepi in one 
small room with no beds or toilet 
facilities. 
In another large 


room, 31 mothers were being 
kept along with their 50 children. 


"I complained often lo Ihe 


American Agency for 
In- 


ternational Development of- 
ficials in Tarn Ky and also to Ihe 
public safely advisor (.also an 
AID official), bul no one did 
anything about the situation 
except once a week an American 
doctor would stop in to see the 
children . . . . 


"Most of the prisoners were 


allowed into the courtyard at 
leasl parl of the day. The food 
consisted of rice — in adequate 
amounts — and a small fish 


about the size of two fingers." 


In addilion lo his journals, 


Hosteller compiled succincl 
ca^e histories on a number of 
prisoners. 
Here are a few 


examples: 


"Nguyen thi Mai, 18, 10 


monlhs in prison. 
She was 


arrested when she came from 
her country village lo visil her 
molher who had been picked up 
in a military operation and put 
in the Vuong Lai refugee camp. 


"Le Ihi Kieu, 30 years of age, 


in prison 10 monlhs. 
She has 


children 8 and 11 years old al 
home. She lives in a counlry 
village and was arrested for 
suspicion oi being a VC."

A report similar to Hosteller's 


comes from Dr Marjorie Nelson 
of New Haven, Conn., who 
worked for Ihe American 
Friends Service Committee in 
Quang Ngai Province from 
Oclober 1967 lo Oclober 1969. 


Her description of conditions 


in the Quang Ngai prison is 
recorded in a letter to Rep. 
William Anderson, Ihe Ten- 
nessee Democral who helped 
uncover the Con Son scandal. 


According to Dr. Nelson, "The 


prison al Quang Ngai was built. 
. . to house approximately 500 
prisoners. 
During Ihe time I 


worked 
there, 
the 
prison 


population ranged from 800 lo 
1,300. 


"In addilion to trealing Ihe 


common ailmenls and Ihe in- 
feclious 
diseases 
and 


malnulrilion occasioned by 
these conditions, I also regularly 
examined the treated prisoners 
who had been tortured. 


"This seems not to have been 


done in the prison itself but in 
the Province 
Interrogation 


Center. I saw dozens of patients 
with bruises of varying severity. 


"I also examined patients who 


had coughed up, vomited or 
urinated blood after being 
beaten about the chest, back and 
stomach.... Prisoners also lold 
me of being lortureJ by elec- 
tricity . . . of being forced to 
drink concoctions containing 
powdered lime . . . and of being 
tied up and suspended by ropes 
often upside down from the 
rafters for horns . . . 


"In August of 1969 . . . I 


examined a wi/man seven 
months pregnant, who had been 
badly bsatsn the preT/!f)u«: 
week."

However, both 


Hosteller and Dr. Nelson report 
that their complaints lo Ihese

substantiate the accounts of 
Hosteller, Dr. Nelson and Chief 
Sanders Ihrough Ihe Slale 
Deparlmenl were unsuccessful. 
Officials here could provide no 
information whatever.

Prophecy is a risky business, 


as every pundit knows, but T 
venture this prediction anyhow: 
Things 
will be better on 


American college campuses this 
fall. The Rood tide of vinl<?rt 
protest is about to be checked. 


Two reasons prompl this view. 


One is the force of -public 
reaction, which is slow to rise 
but irresistible in the end. The 
other is a sense of responsibility 
that belatedly is creeping over 
the college faculties. Together, 
these pressures will compel a 
restoration of order. 


The level of public fed-upness, 


which began as a small cloud 
over Columbia and Berkeley, is 
rolling up like a thunderhead in 
the Rockies. The people have 
invested great affectio-n and 
greai wealth in their in- 
stitutions. 
They 
are 
now 


demanding cf their governors, 
state legislators and college 
administrations 
that 
the 


violence be stopped and the 
disrupters be punished. 


They mean business. Even 


before the tragic bombing at 
Madison a few days ago, 
Wisconsin 
residents 
were 


boiling over. "We have had it," 
writes a correspondent in Green 
Bay, "right up to here." The 
same anger is evidenl in 
California and Kansas. The nexl 
revolutionary who strikes a 
match in Seattle may ignite a 
political firestorm. Candidates 
who fai! to sense this mood, and 
to respond actively to it, are 
asking for defeat in November. 


If 
a 
counter-wave 
of 


repression is to be restrained, it 
will be up to the members of Ihe 
faculties to build effective 
levees this fall. In the whole 
wretched chronicle of campus 
violence, no chapter tells a story 
more disgraceful ihoti is lold in 
their record of connivance, 
cowardice, and betrayal. 


This is not my view alone. Dr. 


Sidney 
Hook, 
an 
eminent 


professor of philosophy and a 
certified liberal, laid it on the 
line last month in testifying 
before the Scranton Commission 
on Campus Unresl. He spoke 
scathingly of "fanatical student 
extremists" who have imposed 
their own brand of fascism on 
their institutions. "And most 
shameful of all," said Dr. Hook, 
"these students have faculty 
allies who encourage and ex- 
tenuate attacks on the academic 
freedom of their colleagues." 


Dr. Hook laid his lash on 


"opportunislic 
administrators 


with flexible backbones," but in 
the last analysis, he said, "it has 
been the faculty who have been 
chiefly responsible for the 
decline in academic freedom. 
For they have lacked the moral 
courage 
to 
uphold 
the 


professional standards of their 
calling as teachers and seekers 
of the truth." 


This ''fa'lare of nerve and 


intelligence," in Dr. Hook's 
view, has presented American 
colleges and universities with 
"the gravest crisis in their 
history." For the past several 
months, 
as 
president 
of 


University Centers for Rational 
Alternatives, 
he has 
been 


throwing his own formidable 
energies into a revitalization of 
faculty morale. His grass-roots 
organization 
of 
scholars 


proposes something more ef- 
fective than hand-wringing at 
faculty teas. They propose to 
restore true academic freedom, 
and they have an orderly plan 
for gaining that end. 


The tactical proposals ad- 


vanced by Dr. Hook call for the 
promulgation at every in- 
stitution, at the start of the 
academic year, of a clear 
statement of principles 
and 


rules governing the expression 
of dissent. Faculty, students, 
and administrators), acting 
together, would define the kinds 
of impermissible conduct and 
behavior. Punishments would be 
spelled out with equal clarity. 


Violations would be dealt with 


first by faculty-student mar- 
shals, then by obtaining court 
injunctions. 
If 
disorder 


escalates into arson, assault and 
vandalism, 
the 
university 


marshals should accompany 
police "so thai Iheir mission can 
be accomplished without force 
where resistance is not offered, 
and with minimum force where 
it is." Academic sanctions 
against guilty students and 
teachers must be slrictly en- 
forced. There can be no amnesty 
and no appeasement. 


These proposals do indeed 


offer "rational alternalives" lo 
Ihe intolerable disorder of 
recent years. And this bears 
repeating: 
If 
responsible 


students, teachers, and ad- 
ministrators fail to embrace 
such plan;, this fall, by next 
winter an outraged body of 
parents, alumni, and legislators 
will impose much harsher plans 
of their own.

Our Alan In Washington 
Presidential Zig-Zagging

WASHINGTON — President 


Nixon has referred to himself as 
a political animal, or words to 
that effect, and by now there are 
few if any in the Washington 
Press Corps who doubt it. This is 
not a criticism but the simple 
fa^inf/ of a reality. Most likely it 
takes a good politician to gain 
the White House in the first 
place, and an even better one to 
be a good president once elec- 
ted. 


It is said that a good politician 


must know what the people are 
thinking even before they are 
thinking it — and set his course 
accordingly. Most of us do, aftei 
all, vote for a person because he 
tells us what we want to hear. 


The good politician shifts and 


bends with the tide of public 
opinion. But through it all, he 
must maintain the illusion of 
consistency — no abrupt policy 
changes, no change of mind 
overnight. And this seems to be 
where 
President 
Nixon's 


weakness lies — if not with the 
public, at least with a large 
segment of the press. 


This has appropriately been 


dubbed 
"presidential zig- 


zagging," coming on strong here 
in the press vocabulary as was 
the term "jaw-boning" a year or 
two ago. One reporter might 
remark to another following a 
presidential conference, "The 
president zigged on that one," 
and his colleague might reply, 
'•Yeah, I thought for sure he 
would zag." 


Sometimes a President might 


zig-zag, or appear £o do so, on 
issues he spoke out on during his 
campaign for election. Last year 
when the busing issue was 


boiling to a head, this reporter 
tried unsuccessfully through 
White House aides to elicit a 
presidential statement on the 
issue. 


At this time, Robert Finch, 


then secretary 
of Health, 


Education and Welfare, was 
issuing statements 
indicating 


that the adminstration sub- 
scribed to the policy of busing 
children to achieve racial 
balance in the schools. And 
there was no comment coming 
from the White House affirming 
01 denying. 


This reporter recalled that 


Nixon had something to say on 
this during his 1968 campaign. In 
fact, Texas Sen. John Tower, 
had told this reporter that Nixon 
was dead against such a policy. 
So, this brought a re-check with 
Sen. Tower. Yes, he recalled the 
Nixon stand — he had spoken out 
on the matter once in North 
Carolina, and once in Santa 
Barbara, Calif. 


An aide dug both speeches out 


of the files at the Whits House 
and gave copies to this reporter. 
A column on the 
subject 


followed. Shortly thereafter, the 
President spoke out on the 
subject 
— 
and 
strongly 


reiterated his campaign stand. 
Thus, the President had not 
really "zigged" or "zagged" at 
all, but had been made to appear 
to by a Cabinet member. 


Another 
instance 
of 


presidential zig-zagging with 
more substance concerns the so- 
called student unrest. At the 
Pentagon 
on-? afternoon, the 


President referred to "student 
bums" who "want to burn 
everything down," and was 
promptly roasted by the liberal 
press. 


Then came the Cambodian 


venture and the following Kent 
State deaths — the peace march 
here when Nixon stole out of bed 
in the eariy-morning hours and 
went down to the monument and 
spoke to the protesters. 


Before that, the President's 


ratings had soared — the 
majority seemed to like his 
tough stance with the students 
and generally approved his 
Southeast Asia policy. And 
shortly after this, Atty. Gen. 
Mitchell softened his voice, and 
the vice president endured a 
quiet spell. 


The Washington Press Corp 


said Nixon had "zigged," and 
some said. "Give him a little 
time and he'll zag back." Well, it 
appears that the silent majority 
who had approved Nixon's tough 
stand were now saying he had 
gone soft, and this was reflected 
in the polls with the President's 
popularity sagging. 


So now, even though 
the 


President himself is not talking 
tough anymore, some close to 
him are — the vice president is 
becoming more vocal, Atty. 
Gen. Mitchell is saying the 
people are fed up with student 
demonstrations — and perhaps 
the 
administration 
has 


"zagged" back as predicted. 


To be sure, being President is 


no easy task and probably Mr. 
Nixon is forced to walk the tight- 
rope more than any other chief 
executive. What appears to be 
"zig-zagging" could in the long 
run, turn out to be sustained and 
overall consistency — the 
Washington Press Corps not- 
withstanding. 


Meany Says Labor Federation 
Opposes Women's Movement 


WASHINGTON (AP) — AFL- 


CIO President George Meany 
says the politically powerful 
labor federation opposes the 
women's liberation movement 
for absolute equality because 
millions 
of 
women 
union 


members don't want to give up 
the job protections they have 
won in federal and state laws. 


"There are laws in some 


states that women cannot work 
in coal mines," Meany said, 
adding that most women don't 
want to win the dubious right to 
mine coal or other heavy, 
dangerous work. 


He said the AFL-CIO, one of 


the strongest lobbying blocs in 
Congress, won't help enact the 
amendment to give women 
absolute equality which was 
passed by the House and is 
pending in the Senate. 


Meany, in a pre-Labor Day 


interview, also said Negroes are 
making progress in getting 
better-paid union jobs "but the 
process is very, very slow." 


And the 76-year-old labor 


chieftain, father of three grown 
daughters, gave short shrift to 
today's generation of rebellious 
youth. 


"If the younger generation are 


the hundred thousand kids that 
lay around a. field in Woodstock, 
N. Y., i am not going to trust the 
destiny of the country to that 
group," Meany said. 


"By what stretch of the 


imagination can you say that a 
20-year-old kid knows what is 
wrong with the world and what 
should be done about it to a 
greater extent than a person 
who has had years of ex- 
perience?" he asked. 


Meany said there is a limited 


role for youth in the nation's 
labor movement, but suggested 
they must win their spurs 
through experience 
before 


exercising any major influence 
on union members. 


Here are questions and an- 


swers from the interview: 


Q. Are you going to help the 


ladies get their equal rights 
amendment across? 


Meany: No. 
Q: Why? 
Meany: Well, there are cer- 


tain protections in the law for 
women that we have been 
fighting to put into the law for 
many, many years. I passed a 
number of them 30-odd years 
ago in the New York State 
legislature. And all of this 
legislation was prepared by the 
ladies. 


Now, of course, we get these 


militant feminists and they don't 
want any protection. They are 
equal and so on and so forth. 


We represent millions of 


women who are in our unions 
and if they were willing tc lose 
these protections, it would be all 
right with the AFL-CIO.

Bank Robberies Up 
Nearly Threefold 
In Last Decade 


WASHINGTON (AP) — There 


was "Dashing Dan," the soft- 
spoken New Yorker who dressed 
neatly and used a note. Then 
there were the four men in 
Cincinnati who left four women 
dead in their wake. 


Between them, and thousands 


of others who followed their line 
of work in the past decade, they 
have robbed more banks and 
stolen more money than John 
Dillinger could have aspired to 
in his heyday. 


Since 1%0, bank robberies 


have increased nearly threefold, 
the FBI says. Despite a drop of 
slightly more than one per cent 
in 1969, says FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover, bank robberies 
are becoming more than ever "a 
major problem facing law en- 
forcement." 


"Banking institutions are 


sustaining mounting monetary 
losses, of course, but the more 
alarming problem involves the 
numerous acts of violence in- 
flicted upon the bank employes, 
bank customers and law en- 
forcement officers during the 
commission of these crimes," 
Hoover told a congressional 
committee recently. 


In one of the most brutal cases 


recorded by the FBI in recent 
years, three armed 
robbers 


forcea one woman employe and 
three women customers into the 
vault of a savings and loan office 
in Cincinnati, Ohio, last year, 
shot them to death and fled with 
$275.

In the first place was the pro- 


government ticket headed by 
Sen. Huynh Van Cao, a former 
genera], with 708,607 votes. The 
An Quang ticket, headed by Vu 
Van Mau, had 629,288. In third 
place was the slate of Sen. 
Nguyen Van Hayen, the senate 
president, with 543,682 votes. 


Despite more than 60 Viet 


Cong and North Vietnamese 
rocket ana mortar attacks 
which killed 55 Vietnamese 
civilians and wounded 140, the 
government said 4.3 million 
votes were cast. That was two- 
thirds of the registered voters. 


Traditionally, the An Quang 


Buddhists have been militantly 
anti-government.

repeated stress in the Hanoi 
press 
on 
the 
motion 
of 


"collective leadership." 


None of this seems likely to 


have any immediate effect upon 
the wars in South Vietnam, Laos 
and Cambodia. 


Up to now the ruling Politburo 


in Hanoi has not let its political 
differences interfere with the 
machinery of battle 


There could be a long-range 


impact, nonetheless, since what 
apparently has been at issue in 
Hanoi has been the "how" of the 
war — whether "protracted 
war" should continue for years, 
or whether heavier investment 
should be made in a bid for a less 
distant decision. 


The protracted war concept 


was originally espoused by R.ed 
China's Mao Tse-tung and 
supported in Hanoi by Truong 
Chinh, a 
powerful 
Politboro 


member Chinh lost cut early in 
1968 when Hanoi decided to go 
all-out with the Tet offensive 


Le Duan, now 62, as first 


secretary of the ruling Laodong 
Workers-party seemed 
the 


architect of the strategy. 


Curiously, however, both sides 


in the argument appeared to win 
out, a development which might 
ha\p averted a 
Politboro 


showdown 


The Tet offensive failed to 


achieve its objectives, but it was 


followed by President Lydon B 
Johnson's departure from the 
1968 presidential campaign, by 
talks in Paris, by the end to 
bombings of the North and, 
perhaps most significant of all, 
by intensified turmoil in the 
United States generated by the 
war issue 


Today, Hanoi's leaders seem 


'esigned to protracted war for 
as long as necessary, while 
hopeful stiil of forcing the U S. 
presence out of Vietnam entirely 
before South Vietnam's regime 
can become stable enough to 
resist the North's pressure. 


The Morth Vietnamese effort 


thus appears to have been 
slowed, even though Hanoi is 
more involved than ever as the 
result of the 
new 
front 
in 


Cambodia 


Hanoi has huge home front 


problems, as its propaganda 
makes abundantly clear It has 
lots of military hardware and 
there is more where it came 
from, but the country is pain- 
fully short in civilian manpower 
and in every day necessities for 
the people 


So the stress now is on "using 


small forces to defeat larger 
forces." This suggests that the 
viet Cong in the South must rely 
more heavily on their own 
guerrilla tactics. 


If there is a struggle for power 


going on at the top, no clear 
evidence of it comes through tne 


propaganda at the present time 


The indications are that Le 


Duan, the practical man as 
distinct from the inflexible 
ideologist Truong Chinh, has the 
dominant \oice in the collective. 


He has 
been stressing in 


published statements the need 
for 'he minority to submit to 
majority decisions.

Presidential Zig-Zagging

WASHINGTON — President 
Nixon has referred to himself as 
a political animal, or words to 
that effect, and by now there are 
few if any in the Washington 
Press Corps who doubt it. This is 
not a criticism but the simple 
facing of a reality. Most likely it 
takes a good politician to gain 
the White House in the first 
place, and an even better one to 
be a good president once elec­ 
ted. 
It is said that a good politician 
must know what the people are 
thinking even before they are 
thinking it — and set his course 
accordingly. Most of us do, after 
all, vote for a person because he 
tells us what we want to near. 
The good politician shifts and 
bends with the tide of public 
opinion. But through it all. he 
must maintain the illusion of 
consistency — no abrupt policy 
changes, no change of mind 
overnight. And this seems to be 
where 
President 
Nixon’s 
weakness lies — if not with the 
public, at least with a large 
segment of the press. 


This has appropriately been 
dubbed 
“ presidential 
zig­ 
zagging,” coming on strong here 
in the press vocabulary as was 
the term “jaw-boning” a year or 
two ago. One reporter might 
remark to another following a 
presidential conference, “The 
president zigged on that one,” 
and his colleague might reply, 
“Yeah, I thought for sure he 
would zag.” 
Sometimes a President might 
zig-zag, or appear Jo do so, on 
issues he spoke out on during his 
campaign for election. Last year 
when the busing issue was 


boiling to a head, this reporter 
tried unsuccessfully through 
White House aides to elicit a 
presidential statement on the 
issue. 
At this time, Robert Finch, 
then 
secretary 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare, was 
issuing statements 
indicating 
that the adm instration sub­ 
scribed to the policy of busing 
children 
to achieve racial 
balance in the schools. And 
there was no comment coming 
from the White House affirming 
or denying. 
This reporter recalled that 
Nixon had something to say on 
this during his 1968 campaign. In 
fact, Texas Sen. John Tower, 
had told this reporter that Nixon 
was dead against such a policy. 
So, this brought a re-check with 
Sen. Tower. Yes, he recalled the 
Nixon stand — he had spoken out 
on the m atter once in North 
Carolina, and once in Santa 
Barbara, Calif. 


An aide dug both speeches out 
of the files at the White House 
and gave copies to this reporter. 
A 
column 
on 
the 
subject 
followed. Shortly thereafter, the 
President spoke out on the 
subject 
— 
and 
strongly 
reiterated his campaign stand. 
Thus, the President had not 
really “zigged” or “zagged” at 
all, but had been made to appear 
to by a Cabinet member. 
Another 
instance 
of 
presidential zig-zagging with 
more substance concerns the so- 
called student unrest. At the 
Pentagon one afternoon, the 
President referred to “student 
bums” 
who “want to burn 
everything down,” 
and was 
promptly roasted by the liberal 
press. 


Then came the Cambodian 
venture and the following Kent 
State deaths — the peace march 
here when Nixon stole out of bed 
in the early-morning hours and 
went down to the monument and 
spoke to the protesters. 
Before that, the President’s 
ratings nad scaled — the 
majority seemed to like his 
tough stance with the students 
and generally approved his 
Southeast Asia policy. And 
shortly after this, Atty. Gen. 
Mitchell softened his voice, and 
the vice president endured a 
quiet spell. 


The Washington Press Corp 
said Nixon had “zigged,” and 
some said, “ Give him a little 
time and he’ll zag back.” Well, it 
appears that the silent majority 
who had approved Nixon’s tough 
stand were now saying he had 
gone soft, and this was reflected 
in the polls with the President’s 
popularity sagging. 
So now, 
even though 
the 
President himself is not talking 
tough anymore, some close to 
him are — the vice president is 
becoming more vocal, Atty. 
Gen. Mitchell is saying the 
people are fed up with student 
demonstrations — and perhaps 
the 
adm inistration 
has 
“zagged” back as predicted. 
To be sure, being President is 
no easy task and probably Mr. 
Nixon is forced to wa.k the tight­ 
rope more than any other chief 
executive. What appears to be 
“zig-zagging” could in the long 
run, turn out to be sustained and 
overall consistency — 
the 
Washington Press Corps not­ 
withstanding. 


Bank Robbeñes Up 
Nearly Threefold 
In Last Decade 


WASHINGTON ( AP' — There 
was “Dashing Dan,” the soft- 
spoken New Yorker who dressed 
neatly and used a note. Then 
there were the four men in 
Cincinnati who left four women 
dead in their wake. 
Between them, and thousands 
of others who followed their line 
of work in the past decade, they 
have robbed more banks and 
stolen more money than John 
Dillinger could have aspired to 
in his heyday. 


Since 1960, bank robberies 
have increased nearly threefold, 
the FBI says. Despite a drop of 
slightly more than one per cent 
in 1969, says FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover, bank robberies 
are becoming more than ever “a 
major problem facing law en­ 
forcement.” 


“ Banking institutions are 
sustaining mounting monetary 
losses, of course, but the more 
alarming problem involves the 
numerous acts of violence in­ 
flicted upon the bank employes, 
bank customers and law en­ 
forcement officers during the 
commission of these crimes,” 
Hoover told a 
congressional 
committee recently. 


In one of the most brutal cases 
recorded by the FBI in recent 
years, 
three armed 
robbers 
forced one woman employe and 
three women customers into the 
vault of a savings and loan office 
in Cincinnati, Ohio, last year, 
shot them to death and fled with 
$275.

Vietnam Elections 


Viets Took A Page From Our 
Declaration O f Independence

“All men are created equal,” 
said the document. “They are 
endowed by their Creator with 
certain inalienable rights. 
Among these are life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness ” 
With those words 25 years ago 
today, a declaration framed by 
Ho Chi Minh proclaimed in­ 
dependence for what he called 
the Democratic Republic 
of 
Vietnam, 
with 
himself 
as 
president. 
Ho, a veteran international 
Communist 
and 
agent 
of 
Moscow, long had planned to use 
the American words for his 
proclamation. 
Perhaps it was sincere ad­ 
m iration 
for 
the 
1776 
declaration, but perhaps, too, it 
was a device to mask Ho the 
Communnist behind Ho the 
patriot. 
Ho died a year ago Wed­ 
nesday, at the age of 79. This 
week North Vietnam is com­ 
m em orating 
the 
25th an­ 
niversary and Ho’s death, and 
the tone of the accompanying 
propaganda carries a strong 
suggestion 
of political 
uneasiness in Hanoi. 
Evidently some 
tension has 
been 
generated 
over the 
question of how Ho’s legacy of 
power is to be distrubuted. 
Ho had no successor. He could 
not have had one, since none of 


his heirs had anything like his 
stature. 
Thus there is now 
repeated stress in the Hanoi 
press 
on 
the 
motion 
of 
“collective leadership.” 
None of this seems likely to 
have any immediate effect upon 
the wars in South Vietnam, Laos 
and Cambodia. 
Up to now the ruling Politburo 
in Hanoi has not let its political 
differences interfere with the 
machinery of battle. 
There could be a long-range 
impact, nonetheless, since what 
apparently has been at issue in 
Hanoi has been the “how” of the 
war — whether “protracted 
war” should continue for years, 
or whether heavier investment 
should be made in a bid for a less 
distant decision. 
The protracted war concept 
was originally espoused by Red 
China’s Mao Tse-tung and 
supported in Hanoi by Truong 
Chinh, 
a 
powerful 
Politboro 
member. Chinh lost out early in 
1968 when Hanoi decided to go 
all-out with the Tet offensive. 
Le Duan, now 62, as first

The Tet offensive failed to 
achieve its objectives, but it was 


followed by President Lydon B. 
Johnson’s departure from the 
1968 presidential campaign, by 
talks in Paris, by the end to 
bombings of the North and, 
perhaps most significant of all, 
by intensified turmoil in the 
United States generated by the 
war issue. 
Today, Hanoi’s leaders seem 
resigned to protracted war for 
as long as necessary, while 
hopeful still of forcing the U.S. 
presence out of Vietnam entirely 
before South Vietnam’s regime 
can become stable enough to 
resist the North’s pressure. 
The North Vietnamese effort 
thus appears to have 
been 
slowed, even though Hanoi is 
more involved than ever as the 
result of the new front in 
Cambodia. 
Hanoi has huge home front 
problems, as its propaganda 
makes abundantly clear. It has 
lots of military hardware and 
tnere is more where it came 
from, but the country is pain­ 
fully short in civilian manpower 
and in every day necessities for 
the people. 
So the stress now is on “using 
small forces to defeat larger 
forces.” This suggests that the 
viet Cong in the South must rely 
more heavily on their 
own 
guerrilla tactics. 
If there is a struggle for power 
going on at the top, no clear 
evidence of it comes through the 


propaganda at the present time. 
The indications are that Le 
Duan. the practical man as 
distinct from the inflexible 
ideologist Truong Chinh, has the 
dominant voice in the collective. 
He has been stressing 
in 
published statements the need 
for 
minority to submit to 
majority decisions.

Meany Says Labor Federation 
Opposes Women’s Movement 


WASHINGTON (AP) - AFL- 
CIO President George Meany 
says the politically powerful 
labor federation opposes the 
women’s liberation movement 
for absolute equality because 
millions 
of 
women 
union 
members don’t want to give up 
the job protections they have 
won in federal and state laws. 
“There are laws in some 
states that women cannot work 
in coal mines,” Meany said, 
adding that most women don’t 
want to win the dubious right to 
mine coal or other heavy, 
dangerous work. 
He said the AFL-CIO, one of 
the strongest lobbying blocs in 
Congress, won’t help enact the 
amendment to give women 
absolute equality which was 
passed by the House and is 
pending in the Senate. 
Meany, in a pre-Labor Day 
interview, also said Negroes are 
making progress in getting 
better-paid union jobs “but the 
process is very, very slow.” 


And the 76-year-old labor 
chieftain, father of three grown 
daughters, gave short shrift to 
today’s generation of rebellious 
youth. 
“If the younger generation are 
the hundred thousand kids that 
lay around a field in Woodstock, 
N. Y., I am not going to trust the 
destiny of the country to that 
group,” Meany said. 
“ By what stretch of the 
imagination can you say that a 
20-year-old kid knows what is 
wrong with the world and what 
should be done about it to a 
greater extent than a person 
who has had years of ex­ 
perience?” he asked. 
Meany said there is a limited 
role for youth in the nation’s 
labor movement, but suggested 
they must win their spurs 
through 
experience 
before 
exercising any major influence 
on union members. 
Here are questions and an­ 
swers from the interview: 
Q. Are you going to help the

ladies get their equal 
amendment across? 
Meany: No. 
Q: Why? 
Meany: Well, there are cer­ 
tain protections in the law for 
women 
that we 
have
